THE SOUTH AND EDUCATION. 
The How. J. R. Chalmers, a Representa­ 
tive lrom Mississippi, wants Congress to 
appropriate a sufficient amount of money 
to build a Normal School for the colored 
people in his district. The question ot 
building a Norm ti School in his district 
is a good one tor Mr. Chalmers to discuss, 
and he is entitled to some credit for even 
i ntimatiog that such an institution is need­ 
ed in his State. 
Ile is a Democrat, and 
believes in a State managing its own 
affairs, aa I it would have looked belter 
had he maintained that it was the duty ol 
the State of Mississippi to build the Nor­ 
mal School, just as the States in the North 
build theirs. OI course the excuse Mr. 
Chalmers and others of his party will 
make, is that Mississippi is not able to 
build such Schools, an i therefore must 
ask aid cl the general government. Mis­ 
sissippi has been under Democratic rule for 
several years, aud lur newspapers and her 
members in Congress have joined in the 
declaration (hat “the people of that State 
are in a tar more prosperous condition 
than any State in the Union.’’ lf this {state­ 
ment is true, Mr. Chalmers has no business 
lo beg of Congress what no Northern State 
has ever asked. 
la th e North, tho States 
erect their own Normals, and say nothing 
about it. They avail themselves of their 
prosperity aud contribute generously lo 
the education ut the people, and Missiisip 
pi aud every other Southern Slate should 
do the san •, and not throw the burden of 
building their schools on the national goy 
eminent. 
Nearly c^ery State in the South is under 
Democratic rule, and now let us see what 
strides the States will take in educilional 
matters and in material prosperity. A. 
present they are* far behind the N orther? 
State?, and always nave been. Their re­ 
sources are fatly as great as those cf the 
North, aud yet the Southern spirit has 
never been aroused to that degree OI am 
bitlon and pride winch led them to proper­ 
ly utilize the forces at their command. 
This is clearly demonstrated, by the low 
C edition of agriculture and ai m ullet urea 
in these States as well as by the larger per 
cent cl illiteracy which prevails. In Mis- 
siasipi, the number ol whites who can not 
real or write in propostion to the white 
population, is six times greater than the 
number in Wisconsin. In IST®, Alabama 
had a white population of 
521,000, of 
whom 92,039 above ten years ol age could 
not write cr read. In Kentucky, the most 
boastful Democratic Sute in all the Union, 
with a while population of 1,006,000, in 
1670, there were 210 077 
white persons 
above 
ten 
years 
cl 
ago 
who 
could not write, while in the same popula­ 
tion rn Wisconsin, there were only 54.000. 
The percentage of illiteracy in Alabama, 
Kentucky, aud Mississippi,is a fair criterion 
of the educational standing ol the people 
in the Southern Slates. Ga an average, 
among the whites ct the South there are 
lour whocaunot read or write to one in the 
Northern States. 
The little interest taken in the educa­ 
tional advancement of the people in the 
oulh can be lurther illustrated by the ex­ 
penditures tor public schools in all the 
States in 1676. 
Mississippi expended only 
$417,760, against $2,126,641 tor Wisconsin. 
Arkansas aud Connecticut have nearly the 
same population, and ye*t the former paid 
for 
schools 
iu 
1676 only 
$337,000, 
while 
the latter 
expended 
$1,529,- 
000 
Michigan 
and 
North 
Caro­ 
lina ure nearly equal in inhabitants, but 
Michigan paul $3,456,505 in 1676 for edu­ 
cational purposes, aud North Carolina dis­ 
graced her position among the Stales by 
expending only $191,675! 
Between the 
Northern and the S cathern States the dif­ 
ference in tho interest taken in public 
schools is thus very strikingly exhibited. 
The North is the seatot intelligence and 
loyalty, because the people look welt after 
the public ac bo ais; and if the people ol 
the South will build more school houses, 
establish their Normal institutions, mike 
more generous appropriations for educa­ 
tional purposes, pay more attention to the 
mechanic arts, aud bicorne more skilful 
in raising c »tton aud sugar cane, the spirit 
of murder and ol revolution will soon die 
out, and it will not be long before the 
South, through its intelligence and wealth, 
Will occupy its true place rn the nation.

a citizen worth a 
hundred thousand dollars, who started with 
nothing, learned to wr.le his name after 
he was fifty years old. One of the

streets worked as an apprent ce in a drug 
store in Fhilarielphia tor his board 
aud 
clothes, came to Peoria with nothing hut 
hi? good name, aud hire I out as a clerk. 
He soon went into company with a man 
who furnished capital, and in a few years 
paid his partner forty thousand dollars lor 
Ills interest in the establishment. 
One ot 
our wealthiest citizens, President of a lead 
ing bank in Iowa, started life on Cape Cod 
with) ut a dollar, and has earned his own 
living since he was eleven 
years 
old. 
Nearly every director of the three banks, 
the Fir*t aud Second National?, and the 
Farm er.1 and Mechanics* started penniless. 
There is scarcely au exception. 
The* Pres­ 
ident 
of oue ot the 
banks 
told 
me 
that 
he 
did 
not 
be­ 
lieve that the entire boatd of directors ha 
inherited $1500. The honorable Chief Jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court ot Illinois, a res 
ident of this city, commenced the practice 
of his profession in Knoxville, with only 
ten dollars in the world. 
Tne honorable 
Judge of the Circuit Court of this district, 
who ha* lived here for thirty years, worked 
his way through college and to his profes­ 
sion. The county officers. Judge, Attorney, 
Treasurer, Clerks of Court?, and Sheriff, i 
started poor men. The President of Knox 
College, from the time he was a mere lad, 
not only earned his own living and paid 
tor his education, but assisted in the sup­ 
port of his parents.’’

The examination of Mrs. Mack, charged 
with murder, was concluded before Justice 
King, of Beloit, Saturday. Frank Dickin­ 
son, the hired man, who is also charged 
with the crime, continued his evideuce. 
He related more in detail the row which 
occurred between Mack aud his wife the 
night before the murder, anj then entered 
into the details of the doings of all parties 
on Saturday, and on the night of the mur­ 
der as far as he knew them. 
Saturday 
morning when Dickinson came 
down 
stairs he heard Mack groaning in the kitch­ 
en. and he asked Mrs. Mack whit was tao 
matter with her husband. She said be had 
got hurt a little, the horse having 
bitten 
him. 
Afterwards 
he 
astel 
Mack 
what 
was 
the 
matter 
and he said he was reaching over into the 
manger for some svgsanJ “old Jen,’’ when 
his hat dropped off, grabbed him by the 
head. Mack thought it would not amount 
to much. Saturday noon witness noticed 
that there was a scratch on Mack’s head, 
aud Mack put a cloth on it. 
Witness paid 
little attention to it, and did not see it 
bleed any. Saturday evening wiines?, after 
doing the chores went, to the house. 
Mr. 


and Mrs. Mack were there. He did not 
remember having any conversation with 
Mrs. Mack. Aftersupper Joe Watsicjand 
witness went out aud sat on the cellar door 
a little while. Joe went to bcd and a few 
minutes atter wituess went to bed. 
Mack 
was then sitting rn the dining-room talking 
with the smallest child. Mrs. Mack was in 
the shanty, but don’t know what she was 
doing. Witness slept in the same room 
with Joe Watsic that night. Did not know 
where Airs. Mack slept, nor where the chil­ 
dren slept but thought they were all up stairs 
in the morning. 
Saturday night was a 
warm night, and witness went to sleep 
right away after going to bed, and did not 
hear anything uuiil morning, when Mrs* 
Alack called for Joe, Saying “Joe, it is time 
you got up.” Witness told Joe to feed the 
horses, aud then went to sleep again » 
was soon awakened by Joe’s calling, 
“ Frank.” several times. Witness slipped 
on his overalls and started down stairs, and 
Joe then told him that Mack was dead, and 
wanted him to hurry to the barn. He fol­ 
lowed Joe to the barn, and there found 
Mack's bJJv, and he'ped carry It into the 
house. 
When in Beloit the Friday night 
before the murder, witness and Joe Watsic 
drank, several times, aod then just before 
starting for borne, Joe went into a drug­ 
store to get some laudanum, but did not do 
so at the request of witness. He did not go 
in with Joe, but waited outside. Airt. 
Alack asked witness the Thursday before 
to 
get 
the 
laudanum, saying she 
wanted it 
tor 
the 
tooth -ache, but 
witness did not w tnt to get it, for he ex­ 
pected she would give it to Alack as a pois­ 
on. She said she would get Joe to get it. 
Mrs. Alack a*>kcel witness “what will I do 
with the bloody clothes V and she answer­ 
ed her own question by saying, “Ob, I 
know, I will put them lo the privy.” I 
made no answer, as one of the girls came 
along and the conversation stopped. The 
letter which he spoke of in bis testimony 
the day bitore, being written by mrs. Mack, 
told him to meet her a week from the 
night the letter was written, and that there 
would be another letter in the big hen 
house. Sue also copied some tender verses 
in the letter and said she would be his In 
two years. 
Witness gave bick the letter 
to Mrs. Mack the Thursday before the 
murder. He bal received 'another letter 
from her afterwards and to the same effect 
and had also received two notes from her 
the day before the murder. la one of them 
she said that if he went away, as he had 
thought of doing, she would drown her­ 
self in the well. In the afternoon ol the 
•ame day he was with her in the parlor 
ahout fifteen minutes while Mack was 
away in the field, and witness told her that 
he was going away and he would bid her 
good bye that night, but he said nothing to 
Mack about leaving. 
He had never tokl 
Mack that Mrs. Alack was going to kill 
him, tor he expected to baye her In the 
event of Macks death.

In socordsnce with the call published 
In Saturday’s Gazette the Bar Association 
held sn adjourned meeting at the Court 
House Jyeaterday afternoon at 1:80 o’clockt 
It being called to order and presided over 
by Judge Conger, President cl the Associ­ 
ation. 
Mr. J. R. Bennett as chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, presented the 
following address and accompanying reso­ 
lutions, aa appropriate to the death ot 
Hon. David Noggle: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of UU Bar : 
Charles Dickens bee said: “ When death strikes 
down the Innocent and young, tor eveiy fragile 
form from which he lets the parting aplrlt free, 
a hundred virtues rise, in shapes of mercy, char­ 
ity and love, to walk the world and bless it with 
their light. For every tear that sorrowing tnor 
tala shed on such green graves, some good is 
bom, some gentler nature comes. In the de­ 
stroyer's steps there spring iup bright creations 
that defy hie power, and b u dark path becomes 
a way of light to heaven " 
If it be true, which we doubt not, that such 
hallowed and blessed Influences follow in the 
steps of tho “Reaper Death," when he * binds 
the flowers in his sheaves,'* It is also certain that 
the world w ill be equally rewarded, when the D e­ 
stroyer takes from our midst one In the tallness 
of his years, whose lite presents “one long trial 
of honorable m em ories,' and who “comes to his 
grave like as a shock of corn cometh, in bls sea­ 
son," fully ripe and {prepared for the harvest. 
Such a death calla the members of this Bar to­ 
gether to-day. It ta now more than two years 
ainee the Honorable David Noggle at hi* post of 
dnty, uselulnees aud honor, as Chief Justice or 
Idaho, one of the rising commonwealths of the 
great Northwest, was stricken wltn a shock ot 
paralysis, and from that time, the shadows con­ 
tinued to deepen nnul the lath instant when 
death relieved the quiet, patient miterer from all 
further pain. Judge Noggle was a born leader of 
men. Hieing (rom the common people, by the 
inherent energy of hl^nature and the great men­ 
tal 
powers, with which be was so richly 
endowed, he furnishes another remarkable exam- 
[ 
rte, more frequently occurring under the foeier- 
ag Institutions of this republic than those of any 
other nation, of the self. made man. 
blatting In life without wealth, without the aid 
of influential friends, anil without the polish re 
ceived in the higher Institution* of learning, he 
has still distanced, In the race of Hie, most ut bls 
fellow men, who set oat with ail these advauia 
ge*. Ile came to this blate nearly tarty years 
ago, and from that time, until stricken wltn the 
disease which has terminated hts earthly life, he 
always filled a large place in the public esteem, 
and his life has become Imperishably linked with 
tne legislative and judicial history of this com­ 
monwealth. 
lits body fashioned after a similar 
mould with his mind, was large, massive aud 
commanding, and wherever he appeared, he 
would at once be taken tar no ordinary m an ; and 
he certainly was not an oidinary man. 
For whether we view him ae a lawyer, trying 
Important cases in the courts, a member of the 
convention to lrame the fundamental law of the 
b ut*, a legislator making laws for tne govern 
ment of the people, or a judge on the bench ad 
ministering tne laws, we Aud, that in all these 


wrong; the impulsive espousal aud de­ 
fense of the former, and indignant repro 
batioa of toe latter, as ever bad been con­ 
spicuously noticeable in bim at a lawyer. 
Sitting with scrupulous impartiality be­ 
tween man and man be never sought by 
any assumed judicial propriety, to appear 
indifferent as toe judicial witness .of pal­ 
pable error contending against evident 
truth. 
The legal attainments accruing from 
persistent application 
to 
the 
theory 
and practice of bis profession, prepared 
him to become what be was acknowledged 
to be, one of the ablest jurists of Wiscon­ 
sin. Subsequently called to the head of 
the judiciary of the Territory of Idaho, in 
this new field, Chief Justice Noggle fully 
filled the whole measure of duty aud re­ 
sponsibility, and most honorably wrote his 
name and lame at tne top of the first chap 
tor in the judicial history of that nascent 
commonwealth. Self-seeking subserviency 
found no place in toe composition of David 
Noggle; but a judicious independence in 
thought and action were as native to him, 
as is the upper air to the wing of the eagle. 
Such, is a brief and feeble outline sketch of 
David Noggle, as seen In public hie. If tor 
a moment we may turn to earth’s most bal 
lowed spot, the home of lather, mother and 
children, we behold a circle of loving hearts 
around a central and idolized figure, who 
as husband and lather, responded to that 
halo ot love, with all of the ardor and 
depth of his warm and tender nature. The 
idol is shattered. Tho halo is still there, 
bul the response will be witnessed no more 
on earth. May it come with more power, 
purity aud consolation from the shoreless 
aud of eternal love. With this glimpse, 
we turn from the sacredness ut the inner 
sanctuary oi domestic life. I would gladly 
•peak more fully of the friendship of the de­ 
ceased thin I may on this occasion. I will 
only say that like every other attribute of 
us t> iring, the friendship of David Noggle 
was deep, strong aud steadfast; and above 
and over all, entirely unselfish, of which I 
lave ample knowledge and a gratelul con­ 
sciousness. Many and various, and not a1* 
ways smooth, were the vicissitudes in the 
career ot hun whose memory we seek to 
honor this hour. 
His life was laborious; 
Ina pathway not always thornless. At 
times he walked in the light of worldly 
prosperity ; at times beneath the shadow ut 
reverses. Through all of hte’s mutations 
Qe held his head erect towards the heav­ 
ens, as stands the oak amid sunshine and 
tempest. Ile bowed only when an unseen 
bow was bent, and an uuseen arrow smote 
him. 
We can but think of Calvary, as we 
contemplate this man of giaut intellect and 
utrepid heart, as he retires from earth’s 
tournament, where in wielding his mas­ 
sive lance, many deep scats bad been made, 
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and responsible dalles devolving; upon 
him, abilities fully equal to the task. 
ll may not be proper for as to speak of him In 
the more private relations of domestic life, sud 
yet these relations are quite as important in 
forming 
a 
true 
estimate 
of 
mao's 
character as bis more public acts; and lf, as a 
public man, we have seen that the deceased fur­ 
nishes an example wormy of imitation, we also 
And bim in the leas ostentatious circle of borne 
life, as husband, rather, and friend, equally hon 
ored, revered and loved. Aud in these relations 
lips of affection wl.l continue to apeak bls praise 
with the tenderest sympathy, aa long aa bls more 
public fame shall be remembered.

Mr. A Hyatt Smith spoke brit fly of toe 
life ami character of the deceased, and 
recalled Borne o f the early incidents in 
Judge Nogftle’a career. When the speaker 
came 
to this 
city, 
Alesan*. Whiton, 
Knowlton and Bailey were here. 
Air. 
Noggle was then in Beloit, and he met 
him first to the police court. 
He had 
found no man that he had not rather meet 
as the contestant of a case. 
Ilia education 
was Incomplete, and yet his marked ability 
caused him to command the respect ol all. 
Mr. H. A. Patterson then made the fol­ 
lowing remarks. 
I desire to bring my humblest heart of­ 
fering, in a few words, to toe memory aud 
worth of nim whom to-day we mourn. A 
fully ripened sheaf has beeu garnered, rn a 
still Igenial harvest morning. Quietly and 
painlessly as an in tam falls asleep on na 
mother’s breast, the soul of David Noggle 
passed from its earthly house, to the eter­ 
nal destiny its Author prescribed tor it, 
aud the living are summoned again into 
toe presence of death, to listen to instruc­ 
tions no where else to be met with. ii no­ 
where else, at the side of the newly erected 
bier, justice holds impartial scales. Here 
every ripple raised to tne contacts oi lite in 
any living heart, are lost beneath the 
heaven reflecting surface of a divinely in 
spired charity. 
Un the margin oi the 
open grave, the sweetest and most endur­ 
ing 
fljwers 
of 
the 
soul 
spring 
forth 
spontaneously, 
aud 
send their perfumes to the skies. If death 
be the penalty tor man’s traugresaions, 
through the reuts it makes, we catch cheer­ 
ing glimpses of man’s better nature. 
The 
words I shall speak, will be heard by 
(hone who knew the deceased in public lite, 
as weil, and tome of them longer and bet­ 
ter than I. AU who knew him in his 
ripening 
and 
matured 
manhood, 
knew 
the 
marked 
strength 
and force 
of 
bis intellect, 
and the 
self-poise and positiveness ot his charac­ 
ter. Missing the modifications and polish 
wrought by the schools, heipassed througu 
life, outlined by the decided aud prominent 
characteristics with which nature had gen* 
erously endowed him. 
Without the ad­ 
vantage of liberal culture, he was able to 
cope hucce*stuliy with scholars. 
While 
many of those who became hts compeer* 
and competitors were acquiring the theo­ 
ries of the schools, David Noggle was gath­ 
ering practical wisdom from participation 
la 
the 
activities 
of 
real 
life. 
While 
others 
sought 
suc­ 
cess through the more subtle and cir­ 
cuitous paths opeoed by learning and tact, 
he marched towards it with the Intrepid 
step of conscious innate strength. 
The prominence attained by Judge Nog­ 
gle was the iruitage of the deep, rich soil 
of common sense in which his nature was 
rooted, developed by indomitable energy 
and untiring Industry. His perception 
and appreciation of the secret springs oi 
human motives, were far reaching and ac­ 
curate, w'lich to practical affairs endowed 
him with a degree of prescience yielding au 
advantage possessed by few. Into toe 
practice of his profession, the deceased 
earned all of the enthusiasm springing 
from a complete surrender of energies aud 
feelings to the cause of his client. From 
the moment he entered upon a case it be­ 
came almost personal to himself, and all 
that energy, skill and honor could accom­ 
plish, was sure to be realized in toe ciuse. 
This passionate devotion lo the interests In­ 
trusted to his management, contributed 
largely towards placing him at the head ot 
the profession in the circuits lo which he 
practiced, as a convincing and successful 
advocate. From a leading position at the 
(mr, it was a just and fitting tribute to abit* 
ity aud merit that placed the deceased up­ 
on the bench which had witnessed his la­ 
bors and triumphs. There was ootbing in 
that transition, to transform qualities or 
habits, hence we Had in David Noggle as 
Judge, the same acute perception ol, and 


the lists W hich had witnessed his teals, his 
passionless heart throbbing with the ten* 
dcruess oi a child, he uttering and feeling 
that forgiveness for which he also hoped, 
aud going to his rest with “malice towards 
none.” The friends aud c jnipauious who 
walked beside him dunog his life, bend 
oyer him at his death. Tne soil on which 
his leet were planted while wielding the 
weapons of life’s warfare, receives all tnat 
remains of him on exrth, when those weap­ 
ons fall from his nerveless hand. May we 
profit by hts lite and example ; and find as 
fortunate aud peaceful a termination of life’s 
journey. 
Air. Todd, of Beloit, made a few appro­ 
priate remarks. 
His first acquaintance 
with the deceased was in the Justice court 
at Shoplift;. The speaker was then a young 
man, and Judge Noggle was one of the 
leading lawyers of Rock county. 
Hts 
chief characteristic wa9 force. He was not 
scholarly, but be possessed extraordinary 
good common sense. He arnee from the 
people, and never lost his knowledge of 
them, and this knowledge added to intense 
practicability, made him the ablest jury 
lawyer in the county. 
He bad a supreme 
Belt-reliance. Ile icented the battle from 
afar, and never shrank from IL His char­ 
acter was remarkable in every respect. He 
was remarkably kind and courteous to 
younger members of the bar. It would 
indeed be very difficult to justly estimate 
hts character. The speaker formed Judge 
Noggins acquaintance soon after coming 
to this Stale, and nothing had ever occur­ 
red to interrupt their pleasant ^personal re • 
latiocship. 
Air. J. B. Cassoday spoke as follows: 
It would seem, that even 
to the most 
e lament and penetrating intellects, life is 
a profound mystery. Science has frequent- 
asked, and a few scientific men have been 
jold enough to attempt to answer 
the 
grave quest o i—whence? whither? These 
answers have frequently been learned and 
scholarly, sometimes profoundly argumen­ 
tative, but seldom convincing to all who 
Icard or read. The mist which 
hangs 
over the river, would seem 
to. be too 
ense to allow communication from the 
>eyond through the physical senses. The 
voice of nature blended with the voice of 
revelation! 
may, 
however, 
pro­ 
duce 
a 
harmony 
which 
can 
penetrate tho vail and be enjoyed through 
spiritual perceptions. The soul of the man 
whose life and death we are now consider­ 
ing, has crossed the river and solved the 
mystery. It was just twenty-one years 
prior to the day ot his death, that I first 
heard his name, aud was told of some of his 
mauy striking characterises. Then he was 
in the very prime and vigor of manhood— 
still active at the bar,fresh from political vic­ 
tories which made him a political power in 
tho State. There was nothing email about 
Judge Noggle. His character was marked 
by great strength, vigor, intensity and force 
which made him a leader among meo. 
His natural powers together with his 
early aud severe struggles had given bim an 
accumulation of resources which were ap­ 
parently exhaustless. In the contests of 
lite he vanquished and captured opponents, 
but never won them. 
In private circles 
his character seemed to be the reverse, for 
to personal friends he was exceedingly 
friendly, and to those whom he regarded 
otherwise his feelings were equally intense. 
With quick impulses, an active intellect, 
a comprehensive judgment, a large expe­ 
rience, and a keen insight into human na­ 
ture, he was unusually affable aud ready 
upon the bench. To the young prac­ 
titioners In his court be seemed to 
have a peculiar sympathy and (Headship, 
at times a.most bordering on excessive in­ 
dulgence. Once while holding court, ho was 
summoned to the grand jury room, and 
before leaving the beoch, he publicly in­ 
vited a young law yer, with very little 
experience, to take his place and proceed 
with the trial. His activity of mind, his 
determinate purpose, bis irrepressible spir­ 
it, seemed to have marked hts life, down to 
the very time when disease 
fixed 
Its 
unyielding grasp upon his life and bis 
great capacities. 
But during these years of gradual weak­ 
ening, crippling and dying, it is said that 
no complaint, no murmur, no resentments, 
dropped from his lips. Patiently, he wait­ 
ed for the messenger, which in turn will 
come tor each of us, to practice,it is hoped, 
in that upper court, where we will need no 
evidence, because all the tacts will be re­ 
vealed, where we will need no juries, be­ 
cause all will be impartial, where we will 
need no libraries, because the great senior 
Advocate aud the Ju Ige, will each know 
all law, and be intent upon executing right­ 
eous judgment mingled with mercy. 
Air. A. A. Jackson 
also made some 
appropriate eulogistic remarks. He deemed 
the deceased a man cf eminent ability, 
great courage and energy, and tenacity of 
purpose. Ile Wa9 sagacious, self-reliant 
and a keen observer of men. He might be 
regarded as a tribute to our system of free 


men, aud in many respects as a type of men 
only found in a new country. The speaker 
cheerfully concurred in all that had been 
said of him as a citizen, lawyer and jndge. 
The Association then adopted the ad­ 
dresses and resolutions of the Committee, 
and adjourned. 
This morning in Court the Commit­ 
tee’s .report 
was 
entered 
upon 
the 
record 
of 
the 
Court 
in 
accordance with the motion of 
the 
Chairman, Mr. J. R. Bennett. 
At that 
time Judge Conger remarked that he sym* 
p&thized with the spirit of the address and 
resolutions and the appropriate manner in 
which they were expressed, and bethought 
the members of the bar in their addresses 
were particularly fortunate in speaking of 
the character of the deceased, and that 
such occasions were always honored by 
their strict observance. 


T h e F u n e r a l . 
The funeral services of Judge Noggle 
were held at 3 o’clock yesterday alternoon 
at the house of Hon. C. G. Williams. The 
casket containing the remains were placed 
upon the verandah, and beautified by 
floral offerings, with the emblematic sheaf 
of wheat, with the sickle beside it, a beau­ 
tiful cushion of ll iwers, bearing the words 
“ At Rest,” 
the 
crown, 
cross, 
and 
anchor, 
while 
at 
each 
end 
stood a floral mound. Above the casket 
was hung a large portrait of the deceased, 
the frame oi which was appropriately 
craped. The house was filled with sym­ 
pathizing friends, and upon the lawn were 
provided seats for others. The members 
of the bar were in attendance in a body, 
and the Masonic order, who had charge of 
the services, formed a Hue in front of the 
house. 
Tho religious services were conducted by 
Rev. Air. Maclean, the new rector of Trin­ 
ity Episcopal church. The byma9 and 
anthem were sung by Mrs. til. John, Mrs* 
0. E. Aloseley, Dr. Newman aud D. D. 
Bennett, and Aliss Julia Wilson at the or- 
gin. The services were held on the veran­ 
dah , so that all might both see and hear. 
At the close ol the ritualistic service, which 
was very impressive, Rev. G. W. Lawrence, 
in accordance with the request made by 
Judge Noggle before his death, delivered 
an address, in which he set forth the relig­ 
ious belief of the deceased and the peculiar 
marks of strength iu his character.
